— Victory day 
brought out an immense gathering to Pimlico this 
afternoon. It was by far the largest crowd of the 
meeting anil much enthusiasm was manifested dur- 
ing the afternoon. The winners were greeted with 
great cheers. A majority of the finishes were close 
and in some of them the winners had but small 
margins to snare. 

The Is-st field that went to the post during the 
afternoon started in the fourth race, a dash of 
three-quarters of a mile, and S. C. Hildreth fur- 
nished the winner in Arrah <!o On. which beat his 
opiHiauits in race horse fashion. Arrah Go On came 
from behind in the stretch and at the end was 
going away. 

Ponltney’s victory in the opener was wholly uu- 
cx|<ected. 4. O. Talbott’s 1'nder Eire being consid- 
er'd in (he race. The favorite, however, was 
never prominent, while Poultney, lieing reserved iu 
the early running, finished fast and outgamed Tiger 
Rose at the end. 

It was a close tiling between Serenest and Eddie 
Henry iu the second raie. the former winning after 
a stubbornly contested stretch drive. Eddie Henry’s 
chance* were ruined by running wide throughout. 

Followers of KteeplecUasing were given a surprise 
iu the I’atapseo Steeplechase when Captain Ral 
I’urr's Le Mar sou in failed to figure prominently. 
Viie u neon side red Turmoil proved the winner, when 
IHMer tired after taking the thirteenth jump.

Highland Light gettiug through 
oa the inside on the stretch turn and, after a heart - 
rendering drive, earned a head dee is ion over Lillian 
Shaw. The finish was so close and exciting that 
the s|s>etators arose to their feet and cheered 
wildly until the offieial placing announced the 
winner.

Previous to tlie races this afternoon it uiouster 
parade was held on the track at Pimlico. It was 
Jed by the hand, and then followed the directors 
of the Maryland 4ockey Club, then flag bearers, 
soldier* and sailors, the officials of the course, tlic 
jockeys’ valets, owners and trainers, employees of 
the mutucl department and tlic public. There were 
a couple of thousand in line and the greatest of 
enthusiasm was displayed. Captain Roye of the 
French army, mounted ou Greek Legend, one of 
tlic I'nited States Breeding Bureau stallions, led 
the I torses to the post for the iqs-iiing race and lie 
received an enthusiastic reception from tlic enor- 
mous crowd. 

Steeplechase jockey It. Pickett, who suffered a 
bad full while riding the jumper Kingstown Pier on 
Saturday, lias recovered from iiis injuries and was 
up and about this afternoon. 

It is possible E. B. McLean may seud a division 
of his stable to race in Cuba the coming winter. 
If the McLean horses are sent to Cuba they will go 
iu charge of the stable’s trainer. John F. Schorr.

PREAKNESS NEXT YEAR $25,000 ADDED 



Baltimore. Mil.. November 11. — Encouraged by tile 
great patronage accorded the Pimlico meeting and 
foreseeing a wonderful revival of racing next year 
now that the war is over, the Maryland Jockey 
Club announced today that the Preakness Stakes of 
1919 won hi have au added value of $25,000. An- 
other feature to be known as the Pimlico Oaks, for 
three-year-old fillies, will lip added to next year’s 
stake fixtures and the event will have au added 
value of $5,000. 



In congratulating its readers on the return of 
Jieace to a sorely distressed world. Daily Racing 
Form takes just pride in the fact tliat no class of 
citizens in the allied nations has shown more 
lofty devotion to the cause of democracy, or made 
more willing sacrifice in blood and money in be- 
half of the great principles which at last have won 
gloriously, than men connected with racing in all ca- 
pacities high and low; that much is now simple 
history. 

In the process of upbuilding, restoration and read- 
justment in governmental, political, industrial, com- 
mercial and social affairs which will now engross 
tin* concern of the peonies of the civilized world for 
years to come relaxation from the stem cares of 
the great task through open air diversions will 
play a considerable part. More than two millions 
of our young men whose participation in the Great 
War decided it in favor of the allies will presently 
be brought back to their homes imbued with broad- 
ened sympathies and clear perceptions of the real 
principles of personal liberty. In this great host 
will be found ardent patrons and upholders of 
racing, baseball and other sports which contributed 
patriotically and unselfishly to the calls of our gov- 
ernment. 

Racing will gain greatly through the return of 
lienee. In the I’nited States it will be mainly 
thruugh increased patronage at the gate. But our 
northern neighbor. Canada, will In all probability 
witness the rescinding of that Order in Council 
which completely abolished racing in the Dominion. 
Immersed in war to the limit of its energies and re- 
sources. Canada submitted without whimper to the 



effacemeiit of its most popular sport, but there 
will l*e great rejoicing if 1919 brings a return of 
its popular and well-conducted meetings at Toronto. 
Ottawa. Montreal, Hamilton and Fort Erie. It 
seems more than probable that these meetings will 
be restored in 1919. and it may lie set down as 
assured in advance that American owners will not 
be niggardly in the measure of their assistance 
in the good cause. 

In no country will the return of peace more pro- 
foundly affect racing than in England. It may 
not do so immediately, because the railways may 
be so taxed in transportation of repatriated soldiers 
as to preclude any relaxation of present regulations 
and restrictions, but if a complete restoration of 
the sport does not come about in 1919, it will be 
a certainty in 1920. The Derby will be run at 
Epsom and the St. Leger will return to its tradi- 
tional home on the Town Moor at Doncaster. Re- 
sumption of racing at such important tracks as 
those at Manchester, Liverpool, Newcastle, Sandown 
Park. Derby. Lincoln, York. Ascot. Birmingham, 
Gatwick. Goodwood. Hurst Park, Newbury. Stock - 
ton. Ayr. Brighton. Kcmpton Park, Lewes and Lei- 
cester will bring rejoicing and at the same time 
strikingly illustrate how severely the sport has been 
restricted in the land of its origin, as now con- 
ducted. 

Profoundly afflieted, but heroic, France will have 
a turf revival more slowly than England, perhaps. 
But not many years will elapse until the decision 
of the Grand Prize of Paris will again be an event 
of high importance to the turf world at large.

TIGHTENING UP AT LATONIA

Trainers Take Advantage of Im- 
proved Conditions of Track. 
» — - 

Officials Arriving for Meeting — 
Jockey Lunsford to Join 
the Riding Colony.

Cincinnati. O., November 11. — Trainers at La- 
tonia took full advantage of tlie fine weather anil 
fast track conditions prevailing Monday morning 
to tighten up their charges for the approaching 
meeting and, accordingly, the work-watchers were 
treated to some of the snappiest work in over a 
week. The “dogs” were still up. due to track 
superintendent Nolte’s desire to save the inner 
portion of the course from being cut up. This 

naturally forced the horses to travel tin increased 
distance and made tlieir work-outs appear much 
slower than they actually were. 

It was announced today that Harry Lunsford, the 
crack rider attache^ to the stable of Edward Beale 
McLean, would be here to ride at the meeting. 

Starter Dade arrived from his home in Hender- 
son. Ky., and Judge C. F. Price is due to arrive 
Tuesday morning. Patrol Judge W. M. Phillips is 
a recent arrival. Assistant starter Jim Oslsirn, at 
present employed at Pimlico, will rejoin starter 
Dade Tuesday. 

According to the program book for the first six 
days of the coming meeting the overnight purses 
have been reduced somewhat, due to the fact that 
the meeting will have to be considerably curtailed 
and also because of the fact that the association, 
in its determination to run the meeting, is doing so 
at a time when unfavorable weather conditions are 
most likely to prevail. Before making the cut 
Manager Haclimeister secured permission from the 
State Racing Commission after he had explained 
the situation in full to the turf governing body. 
Even at that the purse values are high, there be- 
ing one race each day of $1,000. one of $900, three 
of $800 and the remainder $700. the latter being 
the minimum purse value. 

On the opening day the purse offerings, including 
the $3,000 added to the Latouia Inaugural, will 
total $7,800. Ou the second day. without any stake 
offerings, the total distribution will amount to 

$5.J>00. the same amount being given away on the 
third day. Saturday, when tile Fort Thomas and 
Sinton Hotel handicaps are to be run, the aggregate 
amount will be $8,800.

MORE GOOD RACERS FOR BOWIE 

Manister Toi, Daddy’s Choice and High Cost to 
Race at - Prince George's Park. 

Baltimore. Mil., November 11. — Manister Toi, the 
winner of tiie Arlington Handicap at Pimlico on 
Thursday hist, is one of the good handicap horses 
tliat will la- going over to Bowie after the finish 
of the Maryland Jockey Club’s fall meeting. This 
soil of San Toi — Heriot. which the Irish Blood- 
stock Agency sent to the United States a couple 
of years back, along witli Iron Cross IL, the Ham- 
ilton Derby winner of 1918, and for which Emil 
Herz paid $10,000 a year ago last spring in order 
that lie might have a candidate for the Kentucky 
and Laiouiu Derbys, has just come to himself after 
a year’s backwardness. To win the Arlington Han- 
dicap Manister Toi hail to beat Gloomy Gus, a 
mighty good horse just now. Omar Khayyam and 
the erratic but swift-footed Ticket, and he did it 
right handsomely. 

Since his sale by Emil Herz the other day Man- 
ister Toi is in the stable of C. A. Applegate and 
he is lieing trained by L. 4. Iteinheimer. It must 
lie saiil in Iteliiheinier’s behalf that he nei’er looked 
better. He looks like a horse that might go on 
after a fortnight campaign at Prince George’s 
Park, to one of the winter tracks and make a first 
rate handicap horse. Manister Toi is a good weight 
carrier and. like most of the foreign-bred horses, 
lias proved an excellent long distance racer. 

The quality of these importations from the other 
side, whether they have come from the Joel and 
Sledmere studs or through the blood stock agencies, 
has been generally high. They are a distinct ac- 
quisition to American racing anil the more of them 
that come over the Atlantic the better it will be 
for thoroughbred production specifically and the 
horse breeding industry generally. 

Daddy’s Choice, a useful plater over a long dis- 
tance of ground withal, will go to the Bowie track 
with Manister Toi, as will High Cost, a son of 
Edward Cebrian’s successful Beu Brush stalliou. 
Von Tromp — Mitten, one of the most reliable mares 
at stud service, which cost Herz $15,000 last 
spring. High Cost failed to race up to the form 
he displayed early in the year and as a two-year- 
old. hut he has ilevelo|>ed into a highly useful 
sprinter. High Cost probably w ill race with greater 
success at the Bowie track than he lias at any 
course iu the United States. All horses of his 
breed like heavily cushioned tracks. And in going 
that suits them they are veritable flyers.

“The war is at an end.” The glad tidings was 
officially flashed over the United States yesterday 
morning at 2:45 a. m. by the war department. 
Germany signed tlie armistice terms of the entente 
allies and the United States at 5 a. m. French time. 



Military. 

Evacuation of Belgium. France, Alsace-Lorraine 
and Luxemburg within fourteen days. 

The surrender of 5,000 guns, half field and half 
light artillery; 30.000 machine guns, 3,000 flame 
throwers and 2.000 airplanes. 

Surrender of 5,000 locomotives, 50,000 wagons. 
10.000 motor lorries, the railways of Alsace-Lor- 
raine for use by the allies and stores of coal and 
iron also are included. 

The immediate repatriation of all allied and 
American prisoners without reciprocal action by 
the allies also is included. 

Evacuation of the left bank of tlie Rhine. It is 
provided that the allies shall hold tlie crossings of 
the river at Coblenz. Cologne and Mayence, witli 
bridgeheads, and a thirty kilometer (twenty mile) 
radius. 

The right bank of the Rhine is to become a 
neutral zone and the left bank is to be evacuated 
in nineteen days. 

German troops are to retire at once from any 
territory held by Russia, Roumania and Turkey be- 
fore the v.-ar. 

Abrogation of Brest -Litovsk and Bukharest 
treaties. 

The allies’ forces are to have access to the evacu- 
ated territory either through Dantzig or by the 
River Vistula. The unconditional capitulation of 
all German forces in East Africa within oue month 
is provided. 

Naval. 

Surrender of 160 submarines, 50 destroyers, 6 
battle cruisers, 10 battleships, 8 light cruisers and 
other miscellaneous ships. 

AM the allies’ vessels in German hands are to be 
surrendered and Germany is to notify neutrals that 
they are free to trade at once on the seas with the 
allies' countries.

Restitution for damage done by tlie German 
armies. 

Restitution of the cash taken from tlie National 1 
Bank of Belgium. 

Return of gold taken from Russia and Roumania.

We much regret to learn that Frederick Rickaby, 
Jr., tlie well-known jockey, upon whose services 
laird Derby had first call. lias succumbed to wounds 
received in action in France. We understand lie 
was fatally wounded when forming one of the 
“crew” of a tank. The decedent, who was born at 
Newmarket in 1894, and was married a few years 
ago to Miss Griggs (a sister of tlie two jockeys), 
leaves two children, and much sympathy will be 
felt with the widow as well as with his father and 
mother, who are greatly respected in Newmarket. 

Young Rickaby came of a race-riding stock, his 
father being a prominent jockey some years ago 
who rode the winners of many important races, 
while his grandfather was also a jockey — more 
ciosely identified, liowevor. with steeplechasing 
than flat racing. In 1909 Rickaby was apprenticed 
to tlie Hon. G. Lambton, and though transferred to 
Felix Leach his indentures were again taken over 
by his original master. During his apprenticeship 
lie made quite a name for himself, proving a 
capable “chip of tlie old block.” in that year lie 
rode five winners, and hail his first successful 
mount on Lord Derby’s Marchetta in the Breeders’ 
Plate at the Newmarket Craven meeting, when he 
upset tlie odds of 5 to 2 on Lust Call, which was 
ridden by Frank Woottou. From 1909 on Rickaby 
compiled a great winning record, showing con- 
spicuous ability in the saddle, and one of the most 
sensational victories he achieved was when on Mr. 
Ileddington’s Magic in 1910 he bowled over the 20 
to 1 1st on Bayardo for the Goodwood Cup. The 
defeat of Mr. Cox’ (then racing as “Mr. Fairie”) 
colt was undreamt of, especially with Maher in the 
saddle, but that redoubtable horseman did not ride 
a good nice, and reserving his finish until too late, 
Rickaby snatched the verdict by a neck. In that 
year Rickaby imd no fewer than 416 mounts and 
won fifty races over all sorts of conrses and for 
various owners. He met with uniform success in 
subsequent years, and in 1914 again liad fifty 
wins to his credit. Ill 1915 he won thirty -six races, 
but since that date, in consequence of the war, he, 
in common with other jockeys, found his opportu- 
nities greatly curtailed. In 1916 he only had seven- 
teen wins, and last year twenty-three. During the 
present year his duties in tlie army prevented him 
following liis vocation, and he only appeared in the 
saddle on one occasion, when lie was beaten into 
second place. A considerable number of prominent 
events fell to Rickaby’s share during his all too 
brief career. They include the One Thousand 
Guineas, in which he particularly distinguished him- 
self, for he won that race four times — in 1913 on 
J. II. Joel’s Jest, in 1915 on Lord Rosebery’s Vau- 
cluse. the following year on Lord Derby’s Canyon 
•and in 1917 on Lord D’Abernon’s Diadem. The 
Oaks he also won in 1913 on Jest. — London Sports- 
man.

L. Ensor did not achieve double figures In last 
week’s racing, but he added six winning mounts to 
liis rapidly increasing score and that was one more 
than any other competing rider gathered. Sande 
and Scliuttinger had five each and Lyke held his 
lwsition with four, that number going to Walls 
also. It was a poor week for Robinson and Luns- 
ford, each being able to record only one win. At 
tlie end of Saturday’s racing tlie records of our 
thirty most successful riders were;

“THOROUGHBRED DAY” AT HORSE SHOW 

New York, November 11. — “Thoroughbred Day” 
at the National Horse Show, which opened today 
at Madison Square Garden, is to bo on Thursday, 
when tlie Jockey Club Plate, the classes for thor- 
oughbred saddle horses and thoroughbred hunters, 
and the judgiug of thoroughbred stallions, with 
Adams Express, tlie entry of tlie United States 
Government, among the exhibits, will be of special 
interest to the votaries of racing. The Waldorf- 
Astoria Cup, the Faugli-a-Itallagh Cup for Irish 
hunters, the Udo M. Fleishmann Cup for ladies’ 
saddle horses and the Commodore Cup for hunters 
shown over triple bars, are other events on the card. 


FISHING AND HUNTING NOTES 

On Sunday, November 3. John Wi-inert of Hobo- 
ken i-aught sixty pounds of flounders of good size. 

On Monday the season opens in New Jersey for 
rabbit, squirrel, quail, ruffed grouse (commonly 
called partridge). Hungarian partridge and Eng- 
lish or ringneck pheasant cocks. 

The Vermont hunting season for deer having 
horns not less than three inches in length opened 
yesterday amt closes November 26. The limit is 
one deer. The license fee for a resilient Is sixty 
cents and tlie nonresident $10.56. The nonresident

There have been some brilliant performers among 
the fillies of the last thirty years. Among the good 
ones may be included the sisters Memoir and La 
Fleche. by St. Simon— Quiver, and both bred at the 
royal stud at Hampton Court, long since done away 
with, but happily replaced by the similar bnt private 
establishment at Sandringham. Roth were, sold as 
yearlings, one to tlie Duke of Portland, who owned 
the sire, the other to Baron de Hirsch. Memoir ran 
three times as a two-year-old before earning brack- 
ets, but finished up well by winning in succession 
the Bradford Plate at Leicester and the Zetland and 
Prcndrrgnst Stakes at Newmarket, without, how- 
ever, leaving the impression of being anything out 
of the common. 

Next year she did much better, and after running 
second to her stable companion. Semolina, with 
which the duke declared to win the One Thousand 
Guineas, she won the Newmarket Stakes, beating 
Blue Green and Le N'onl, and then the Oaks from 
Signorina, with Semolina^ unplaced, thus turning the 
One Thousand form upside down. At Ascot tlie 
erratic Surefoot beat her eomfortably in tile Prime 
of Wales Stakes, but an easy task awaited her with 
nothing better than Star to beat in the Nassau at 
Goodwood, aud at her next appearance she easily 
accounted for the St Leger. 

Amphion was too good for her in the Champion 
Stakes at Newmarket, where a success in the Oaks 
ditl not count for much, and the July Cup was her 
only winning hit ns a four-year-old. This was a 
great record, but Memoir was not so good a race 
horse as La Fleche. which as a yearling fetcheil the 
hnge price of 5,500 guineas, beipg knocked down to 
Lord Marcus Beresford. As a two-year-old La 
Fleche. trained at Kingsclere, was undefeated, win- 
ning the Chesterfield Stakes at Newmarket, the 
Lavant and Molecomb Stakes at Goodwood ami 
finally the Champagne Stakes at Doncaster, and 
among her victims in these races were the prospec- 
tive winners of the Two Thousand Guineas (Bonu- 
vista) and the Derby (Sir Hugo). 

WINS EIGHT OUT OF NINE RACES. 

In the following year she ran nine times and was 
only lieaten once, namely, by the 40 to 1 chance Sir 
Hugo for the Blue Riband. Meanwhile she had won 
the One Thousand Guineas easily from The Smew, 
but when th<‘y met again (t was (Mity .by .f^e,, shortest 
of heniis she beat A. James’, filly. . After that 
it was all plain sailing, as she won the Nassau 
Stakes and revenged herself on Sir llugo by easily 
beating him in the St. Leger. Although her senior 
by a year, Orveito had no chance with La F*!eoho 
for the Lancashire Plate, nor could Dun urc make 
her gallop in a single-handed bout for the Grand 
Duke Michael Stakes, and following a “benefit” in 
the Newmarket Onks came her crowning effort in 
the Cambridgeshire, for which she started favorite 
in a field of thirty and, carying 122 pounds, ac- 
quitted herself of a fine performance by giving 
thirty-four pounds and an easy beating to Pen- 
sioner. 

This was a fitting windup to a splendid season, 
blotted only by her fluky defeat at Epsom. Then 
came lier removal with Baron de Hirsch’s horses 
to Egerton House, and a next appearance in the 
Eclipse Stakes, when she was bpatqn by Urine, a 
former stable companion, and Medici^, and the 
form was confirmed when the Duke of. Westminster’s 
good horse gave her s<*ven pounds and a neck beat- 
ing at Goodwood. She cnuld only get a third to 
Raeburn anil Isinglass for the- -fcpncaitMre Plate, blit 
won tlie-Lowther Staki*s’at the Second October meet- 
ing and was then unplaced under 133 pounds for the 
Cambridgeshire, but •>>' Winning tlie 

Liverpool Cup under 134 pounds in fine style. 

Iler last rnce that season was run through a sea 
of mud on tlie old Trafford course, when she was 
unplaced when giving thirty -two pounds to Golden 
Drop for the Manchester Xfiveiffbifr llarfditab- *8he 
ran four times as a five-year-old and won the 
Ascot Cup in hollow fashion from the French mare 
Callistrate and the Champion Stakes from Uavens- 
bur.v. but Sir C. D. Rose’s horse beat her for the 
Uardwicke Stakes when odds of 5 to 1 were laid 011 
the mare. She was a strong favorite for the Prince 
Edward Handicap, but could only get fourth ip a 
tight finish with Clwyd. Worcester and Seiupronius. 
I 11 spite of her many fine racing imints Le Fleclii* 
was not a handsome mare in apiiearance, and unless 
trained as “thin as a herring” slie never ran up to 
her true form, but she was a sterling bit of stuff 
ami of far beyond average class. 

It is strange that two such mares as Memoir and 
La Fleche should have been failures at the stud. 
The former went to Welbeck aud never produced 
a race horse of any note, besides which was seven 
times barren. She ilieil in foaling ten years ago. 
La Fleche (in foal to Morion) was sold in somewhat 
sensational circumstances to Sir Tattou Sykes for 
12.666 guineas after the deatli of Baron de flirseh. 
and was then nine times barren. Once she pro- 
duced dead twins and twice was not covered, but 
some of lier yearlings fetched extravagant prices, 
while tlie only one that ever earned distinction 
on a race course was John O’Gauut. — “Vigilant” 
in London Sportsman.
